He then gained a di- 
vorce and was then married to a girl 
named Dorra, who lived down near 
Terre Haute. It was the same story. 
He was divorced some time ago and 
now he is to take a fourth bride, and 
still he is just past his eighteenth birth- 
day. It is doubtful if there is another 
case In the nation that will compare 
with this. 


The last Indiana reports for 1897 


make some interesting showings in thla 
respect, and it seems that certain sec- 
tions are particularly blessed 
with 


happy marriages, while on the other 
hand trouble seems to agitate 
tha 


matrimonial seas of other 
counties. 


In fact, twelve out of ninety-two eoun- 
ties in the state furnished 42 per cent, 
or almost half of the divorces for tha 
entire state. 
For the whole state It 


is found that for every one marriage 
there were seven divorces 
granted. 


The matrimonial waves down in Clark 
•ounty were unusually pacific, thero 
:?ing only one divorce to every 835 
narriages. In Marion county, on tha 
•ther hand, there were but three mar- 
riages to one divorce. This goes to 
show that a country community gen- 
erally superinduces domestic happiness, 
while the hurly-burly of city life 
drives people to the divorce markets. 
Clark county is without even a railroad 
and the people are of the agricultural 
classes. Marion county is the seat ot 
Indianapolis, which is recognized from 
one end of tha country to the other as 
a great divorce center of a great di- 
vorce state.
